Limits Of New Home Building Discussed___ 


At the May 27th township board meeting Trustee 
McKinney continued to discuss the idea of limiting 
the number of permits issued in any given year. 

Trustee McKinney suggested there would be 1,400 
new home starts if all began development as 
approved. He felt that inspection and follow up was a 
problem and that “health, safety and welfare could be 
used as the basis for limiting the amount of permits 
issued per year. He cited examples of traffic conges- 
tion, strain on utilities such as sewer and water and 
fire and police protection. 

He recommended a limit of 100 permits for new 
home construction with a 50-50 split between new 
homes built by developers and new homes built by 
the property owner. He did not feel adding people to 


the building department was the solution to his per- 
ceived growth problem. 

He added that it was not his intention to stop a 
homeowner from improving his property but rather 
to limit the number of new homes. 

Clerk Bowers expressed her concern over some of 
the language in several of the concepts outlined in 
Trustee McKinney’s written material. She also spoke 
of solving the development situation at the beginning 
of the process not at the end of the process. To this 
Trustee McKinney agreed that he was working “at 
the end of the pipeline” but felt that the community 
was in an emergency situation. 

Trustee Adkins expressed concern about develop- 
ments that have already been approved but had not 


been issued the permits yet. She also expressed prob- 

lems with several parts of the written material. 
However, the board seemed to agree that Trustee 
McKinney should continue to refine his proposal and
